WESTERN FUR.OPE: DEFENSE FORCE 
It's good news thai the foreign ministers 


of the 12 North Atlantic Pact nations have 
moved closer to building an Integrated armed 
force for the defense of western Europe. 
Their meeting in New York sounded as if 
they meant business. 


Deputies will gather in London October 15 


to consider overall political, economic and 
military aspects of the joint defense effort. 
Near the end of October, defense ministers 
will meet in Washington to plan details of the 
unilled force. 
They're expected then .to 


•choose a chief of stall'—not a supreme com- 
mander—to have responsibility for training 
and organizing the western armies. 


Only when the force Is a reality, and no 


date has been set- for Its creation, will a su- 
preme commander be named. 


The ministers In New York urged that "all 


available manpower and productive re- 
sources should be fully utilized" for western 
Europe's defense. If that determination is 
adhered to, If It is translated from mere pa- 
pet* plans to soldiers well equipped with tanks 
and guns, then the free world will really be 
getting somewhere, 


Up to now the bold concept of the North 


Atlantic Treaty has been no more than a 
dream. It has been implemented by nothing 
but words. The real defense of western Eu- 
rope has been an idea and that is all. 


However encouraging the New York ses- 


sion seems on this general problem, it pro- 
duced no concrete answer to the question of 
what to do about rearming West Germany. 
The most that could be said on this was the 
statement of a "qualified" official that Ger- 
man rearmament had received an "implied 
acceptance in principle." 


Putting tWs in reader English, it means 


the ministers said things which strongly sug- 
gest they approve the Ictea. 


France is, of course, the chief stumbling 


block on the German Jssue. The French 
want more time to study the matter. In view 
of France's long standing fears of an armed 
Germany, this is understandable. But the 
problem has been moving toward a decision 
for ft long time and the French ought to be 
closer to knowing their mind than they ap- 
peal1 to be, It is fair for the other pact na- 


• ttons to ask that when the defense ministers 
meet in Washington the French be ready 
with their answer. 


It's the general'opinion of most pact coun- 


tries that German strength is needed in the 
European defense picture. If they are forced 
to abandon this view by French opposition, 
the sooner this happens the better. For then 
they will be free to make whatever other ar- 
rangements they can devise to cope with 
Russian might on the continent. 


What is needed at this stage is clear, de- 


cisive action which will leave the Soviet 
Union in no doubt about what it will find if 
it tries to overrun Europe. Too much time 
already has been lost through indecision and 
uncertainty. 


When the* defense ministers leave Wash- 


ington this November, we should know, one 
way or another whether there is to be a" 
German armed force.

As tlic Korean war approtiches its cnci, the Rus-

In fact, ttiey would 
Jike us to show our good-will by having the United 
Nations recognize Soviet Chins and throw Chiang 
Kai-»hok out ot Fovmoba. The State Department 
smciu'ci-s, who m-e now wielding their ugJy tar* 
brushes iiRuinst General Douglas MacArthur, are 
even giving the impression that our greatest gen- 
eral is not quite so much. AH this could save 
Stalin's, face in Asio, and as our dipi.omRts sesm 
not to be too concerned about building American 
prestige, they might give Stalin's face a thought. 


In thinking about this turn of events, I went 


through a scnes of tve«l>os that Russia signed and 
broke with tho object of showing that it is impos- 
sible to do business with Stalin, But I shall leavr 
that for another occasion because my memory flew 
back to the days in Shanghai when the Commu- 
nists there \vprc circulating forged American bank- 
notes, So I shall give you the account of that, 


in 1930. ORtlcn Mills, then undrv-xcet'ctary of 


I ho Treasury, Int'orn^cd President Herbert Hoover 
Hull the Treasury had come across a number of 
forged Aimu'ictm banknotes nnd that he, Mills, had 
reason to beliove that these forgeries wore being 
printed by the Russian government on the govern- 
ment-owned engraving (daut— the only one In that 
country, 


The Russians, however, were miMng a mtalnkf. 


I The United States was not printing its barknotes 


In the smaller hills currently in use, whif,e tl-.c Rus- 
sians were counterfeiting the Inrger bills which 
were already then being abandoned. 


Such counterfeits were, in Decem!x»r 1929, pro- 


sentcd to the Federal Reserve Bank In New York 
and immediately detected. 
Tho "Berliner Tagc- 


Watt" in January, 1930, reported that such bills 
had appeared in Germany, hcing distributed by 
§ergons who had recently been in Russia. Also in 


witzotiand, a Communist had been urrested for 
passing them. 


On Fcbrwapy 6, 1930, it was reported from War- 


saw that a Communist had been arrested there 
possessing a large quantify of counterfeit Ameri- 
can bills. On January 23, Swiss banks Issued a 
warning about them nnd soon they were reported 
in Mexico, Cuba nnd China, Then the Federal Re- 
serve Bnnk of New York issued o world-wide warn- 
ing ngalnst them. For a while there WHS n lull, but 
in 1932. these counterfeits reappeared in Europe. 


On January 3, 1933, the American secret service 
arrested a msn of Russian origin, nnmcd Dechow, 
who arrived in tho United States with a rjunntlty 
of these forgeries. On January 4, they arrested V, 
G. Burtan, a Russian by birth, for passing bills. He 
was subsequently convicted on Ucchow's evidence 
and sentenced to a Ions term of Imprisonment. 


When General Walter Krlvitzky wrote his ar- 


ticles concerning his own espionage activities on be- 
imlf of Soviet Russia for the "Saturday Evening 
Post" In 1939. he disclosed that in 1928, a Rwssinn 
agent obtained the paper on which to print Ameri- 
can banknotes and that $10,000,000 worth of them 
wore printed by the Russian government In that 
year, 
How much has been printed subsequently is 


not known. This apparently was a way of getting 
rtioney cheaply, 


However, during World War II. the Russians 
obtained plates to print American invasion money. 
It is understood that such plates were given to 
them by Harry Dexter White, Uion In the United 
States Treasury. 
How much of this invasion 


money they printed mnd how much the United 
States redeemed Is not publicly known. It would 
be interesting to find out about that. It would be 
interesting to know how many of these Russian 
printed im'«gjen banknotes the United States re- 
deemed and whethct we added tho item to the 
Russian iend-Icasc of $11,000,000,000 
concerning 


which this government can get no accounting,

Th« kins; of spades wtta opened, 


and Joe dropped the eight and de- 
clarer tha deuce. West shifted to 
the jack of clubs. Declarer won 
with the king and ted the jack of 
trumps. West ducked. Joe won 
with the king and returned a club. 
Declarer won with t,he ace and led 
th« elftht of hearts. West went i>i> 
with the queen, cashed the ace of 
spades and then went into a 
huddle. 
The reader will note that a dia-
